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COUNTRY TURNS TO PRESIDENT 
No American p resid ent in all history has ev er 
occu p ied q u ite the p osition that Presid ent Roose­ 
v elt occu p ies tod ay . 
By a u niq u e combination of circu mstances, he 
stand s in the sp ot where all of the hop es and 
fears of the nation conv erge. The fears are 
greater than ev er before and the hop es are more 
p assionate. Ev ery p roblem that the cou ntry faces 
— and there are many of them, ov erwhelming 
in size and comp lex ity — has been d u mp ed on 
his d oorstep . 
The resp onsibility that all of this p u ts on his 
shou ld ers is almost bey ond belief. 
Becau se the natu re and ex tent of that resp on­ 
sibility are wid ely realized , Mr. Roosev elt be­ 
gins his term with the whole-hearted best wishes 
of all Americans, regard less of p arty . This is 
at once his strength and his weakness. If he 
su cceed s he will su cceed greatly ; if he fails his 
failu re will be immeasu rable. 
We hav e come to realize, in the hard y ears 
of the d ep ression, that we can d rift no longer — 
becau se d rifting is taking u s d irectly toward a 
cataract. We hav e also come to realize that the 
p rogram which is to sav e u s mu st come from the 
W hite Hou se — becau se ex p erience has shown u s 
that it cannot p ossibly come from any where 
else. Tod ay , as nev er before, we hav e p laced ou r 
fortu nes, ou r hop es for the fu tu re, ou r confid ence 
in the American way of life, in the hand s of ou r 
p resid ent. We hav e giv en him, so to sp eak, a 
blank check. From now on it is u p to him. 
There is something sobering, almost frighten­ 
ing, abou t it; bu t something which, at the same 
time, is v astly encou raging. 
We hav e end u red mu ch since the fall of 19 29 ; 
y et we hav e not giv en u p ou r faith in those d em­ 
ocratic institu tions which hav e alway s been ou r 
p rid e. We hav e not set u p a long record of blood y 
riots. We hav e not called ou t armed bod ies to 
d isp erse ou r legislativ e assemblies. 
We hav e 
sp oken ou r mind s throu gh the ord erly p rocesses 
of the ballot box , and tod ay we are p u tting ou r 
p roblems in the hand s of a man of ou r own 
choosing. The framework of ou r society has 
withstood a great strain. The rest d ep end s — 
not on institu tions, bu t on The Man. 


NEW GENERATION PAYS FOR WAR 
One of the least im p ortant news items of the 
d ay , p robably , was the one from Berlin which 
rep orted that sm art d ress shop s in the German 
cap ital are hav ing trou ble find ing enou gh m an­ 
neq u ins to mod el their new gowns. 
And y et, when y ou look into it, this little d is­ 
p atch is rather significant. IF is a grim remind er 
that bod ies as well as p ocketbooks are still p ay ­ 
ing for the World War; that not all of the hu ­ 
m an misery created by that conflict was assu aged 
when the Armistice was signed . 
For a Berlin p ap er ex p lains the shortage of 
manneq u ins as follows: 
“There are more ap p licants for m anneq u ins’ 
jobs than ev er, bu t their chests are too narrow, 
their shou ld er blad es p rotru d e too far, or their 
carriage is p oor, owing to weak p hy siq u e. Hard ­ 
ship s d u ring child hood and d u ring the war y ears 
are resp onsible.” 
This, of cou rse, can be traced to the Allied 
blockad e, which d oomed thou sand s u p on thou ­ 
sand s of German child ren to p ass throu gh the 
formativ e y ears of child hood with insu fficient 
nou rishment. And that, in tu rn, is ap t to make 
u<s wond er if this blockad e really was as mu ch 
less sav age than Germany ’s u nrestricted su bma­ 
rine warfare as we u sed to think. 
The su bmarine war sent many ship s to the bot­ 
tom withou t warning and d rowned many non- 
combatants; the blockad e d ep riv ed child ren of 
the food they need ed , and the ev id ence is to be 
fou nd tod ay in th flat chests, shru nken bod ies 
and cu rv ed shou ld ers of Germany ’s y ou ng men 
and women; and from this d istance the m atter 
of sav agery , inhu manity and so on seems to be 
abou t six of one and half a d ozen of the other. 
And that, to go a step farther, ind icates once 
more that the comp laint of the p acifists is p retty 
largely tru e; that war is a horrible, bru tal and 
cru el bu siness, no m atter how it is waged , and 
that there is p reciou s little sense in try ing to 
d ecid e which sid e was the more cru el. Germany 
sank ou r ship s and we help ed starv e Germany ’s 
child ren. It wou ld be somewhat p resu mp tu ou s 
to say that ou r way of making war was the more 
hu mane.
